SLE’PEK SIOHY AfAETiiENT IHSATEHS IEIS-3KAFH HILL: By this tixe you all have read about 
the 1+0 foot height limitation and the eleven story apartment building proposed to be 
:bui.it at..l25S kontge-mery Street, which is just behind Speedy's, B&ok in 19b3, the height 
: limitation was' enacted by the Board cf Supervisors covering the Hill generally north of 
Obion Street. Sc- bring about uniformity in building heights and to encourage further de¬ 
velopment and inprevenent of the Hill, it was proposed me extend this protection to the 
south Pace of the Hill. Residents in that area, in promoting -the plan, obtained 'signa¬ 
tures • of. 2gl property owners favor log the 40 foot height 1 initati on, Twenty-two proper¬ 
ty diners were opposed, so the voce was 99% in favor -of : this protect!on, The city plan¬ 
ning cpminissior. ur.aain.cus.ly approved, the proposal on September 6 , 1955. in February 1956 
•..•Supervisor Rolph referred cr. the rratoer to the committee on Public Buildings and Land 
\Planhiiig'and a hearing was held in march. During the same month, the vote of vhe member¬ 
ship of the fuellers at their meeting was 119 in favor and three opposed, (it should be 
emphasized that the Telegraph Hill Dwellers are not opposed to the construction of new 
:bui.l dings,) 

As to the eleven story, thirty unit apartment building, the Board of Permit Appeals 
reversed the decision of the Planning Commission and approved plans for the building. A 
wave, of protest ensued, not .only f r om the amazed residents of Telegraph Hill,, but also 
front people in other parts of San 'Francisco and even other cities. The San'Francisco 
Chronicle p.ut out. a strong editorial stating the Beard ted-made a serious -error. Acting ■ 
under the previsions of the law, the San Francisco Planning and' Housing Association, a 
c£ty--yi;de organization, filed an appeal for a rehearing before the Board of Permit Appeals 
ch Thursday, Sfey 17 , Cn the following day, Ken Evers (the Dwellers' new president), 
fa ripe Evers, tarcld Simon, Pat Carson and Francis Lavagnino spent a half hour with 
i^yo'r I’Sh'.r.istep'her discussing the probieffi of the forty foot Limitation. At this meeting, 

.&hb Payor indicated that he could not intervene in this one case, however, he very defin¬ 
itely favored enacting an ordinance to keep the height of buildings limited to J+Ofeet*

• also f-of' the Telegraph Ha. 11 -Owners Committee, filed a petition with the Beard of Permit 
Appeals to grant a rehearing. The. Board of Permit Appeals denied a further hearing. The 
course of further actic-n is new under study by the Legal Committee of the Dwellers, In 

rhbr .petition,, she asked the Board to consider the impending ordinances and also asked 
that a ruling be obtained from the City Attorney that the proposed building actually ccra-
